HOW TO LOCATE RADIO OR TELEVISION 
INTERFERENCE IN THE HOME 
By Larry Loper, W40S/AAR40E 

1. Go to your main fuse or circuit breaker panel with a battery 
operated transistor radio tuned between stations and listen for the 
noise. 

2. If the noise is present and corrsponds to the disturbing in- 
terference shut off all power to your premises by opening the main 
circuit breaker, switch or other enclosed service disconnect. Do not 
attempt to remove cartridge fuses or operate exposed or open type 
disconnects if physical contact with the electrical circuit is at all 
possible. <— 

If the noice on the battery operated radio stops, the sohce of the 
interference is within your own premises. 

Restore the MAIN circuit breaker, switch or disconnect. 

3. Assuming the noise stopped while your electric service was off, 
you can now locate the noise source. 

While monitoring the transistor radio a)before with the noise 
present, open individual sub main circuit breakers one at a time 
until the noise disappears. 

You must now determine what has been turned off by going from 
room to room, checking outlets, appliances and lights for the ab- 
sense of power. The offending noise should be somewhere on this 
circuit.

CORDLESS PHONE WAIVER 

The FCC recently granted a petition to exempt cordless 
telephones from certain technical and certification requirements if 
specific conditions are met.

THE LETTER WAYNE GREEN DOESN’T WANT YOU TO READ 
By Dick, AAR4PP 
The FCC is considering code-free Ham licensing, which Ham 
Radio Magazine supports, QST opposes, and Wayne Green is trying 
to exploit into a circulation-builder for 73 Magazine. 

Wayne doesn’t simply support a code-free class of license, as do 
other proponents; for the last year or so he has been pushing an 
arrangement whereby the only motive anybody would have to 
learn code would be sheer fun. He accuses all who disagree with 
him of being old fogies, blind to the superiority of RTTY and 
computer-assisted high-speed techniques. In Wayne’s scenario, 
during floods or other disasters, emergency traffic would be loaded 
into microcomputer buffers and them dumped through RTTY 
transmitters at super-zippy baud rated. 

About six months ago, an Army MARS ‘“W.A.R.” broadcast 
reported that, “CW has again proved it can improve the odds of 
getting traffic moved, when poor propagation conditions inhibit the 
use of mother modes” (“other’ = ‘‘sideband and RTTY’’). 
Assuming that this report constituted important data relevant to 
the pro-anti-CW debate, I mailed a printout of the broadcast to 

- Wayne Green at ‘‘73.”’ In a covering note for his “letters” column, I 
urged him to present both sides of the debate and pointed out that, 
no matter whether or not computer/RTTY techniques might have 
advantages compared to CW, the cost of a simple CW key is only 
one percent that of the cheapest RTTY setup — and that, therefore, 


while we can expect Hams to own straight keys for emergency use, 
we can’t ask them all to buy teletype and computer rigs. 

So why tell about it in Florida Skip? Why bring it up now? 
Because Wayne Green chickened out. Evidently, he only has the 
courage to give timely exposure to two kinds of letters: (1) those 
which agree with him or (2) those which disagree so foolishly that 
they make him sound reasonable by contrast.

As we draw closer to the AMSAT Phase III-B communications 
satellite launch, we should briefly examine 3 points concerning 
the Amateur Satellite Program: (I) Amsat dues renewal is in 
January of each year; if you have not yet paid for 1983, or wish to 
join as afirst time member, please send your check for $16. to 
AMSAT, 850 Sligo Ave., Silver Springs, MD 20910. Phase III-B has 
emptied AMSAT’s treasury and they need financing to continue 
operation; (II) Dig out your anthology of 03-B technical data and 
insure your 2m and 432 mhz antennae, in particular, are up to the 
minimum grade for use with the new satellite. (Remember 03-B 
will be many thousands of miles away, unlike earlier OSCARs); 
(III) Get ready to tabulate tracking data for 03-B because it will be 
in elongated eliptical orbit instead of earlier low altitude circular 
ones. AMSAT states that by this month, they should have an AM- 
SAT /Sinclair/Timex ZX-81 computer program and modification to 
automatically track the new bird. This will be done at ‘‘a cost less 
than most amateur station accessories’’! 

Congratulations to W4ODW for his winning effort from NFL 
during the Sept. ’82 ARRL VHF Contest. 

SIX METER activity provided many holiday greetings during 
Dec. A variety of F2, Es, and backscatter provided lots of QSOs, 
states, and countries for many FL hams. From the 17th of Dec., 
shortly after one of the largest solar flares ever recorded, 6m 
provided excellent propagation through the 23rd. Between 1730-

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If the noise is steady, look for a running motor, fluorescent light 
fixture, light dimming switch, paddle fan with a silicon controlled 
rectifier in the cirucit, or some other radio or television equipment. 

Devices most commonly found on private premises that cause 
intermittent radio or television interference are: HEATING PADS, 
ELECTRIC BLANKET CONTROLLERS, TROPICAL FISH 
AQUARIUMS, REFRIGERATORS, DOOR BELL TRAN- 
SFORMERS and FLASHING DECORATIVE LIGHTING. 

4. It is important for your own benefit to have the offending 
device checked and/or repaired to insure safe operation. 

5. The interference produced by these devices will travel through 
the house wiring out to the power line, down to the transformer and 
thru the service wires to each of the houses on the transformer. 
Therefore, if you don’t find the source of interference in your house, 
it may be coming from one of your neighbors. If so, be diplomatic 
and ask for your neighbors help. This will be the quickest and 
easiest way to solve the problem and keep on friendly terms with 
your neighbors. Good luck.

DX WITH W4MB 
The First 100 Countries. 

A newcomer to amateur radio doesn’t seem to pay much at- 
tention to DX for a time. He will work a few countries, largely by 
accident, and feel very good about them. But one day, probably on 
receiving two DX QSLs in the same mail, something changes. He 
realizes that he, too, can work DX, that there is such an award as 
the DX Century Club, and that he, too, can win this award. A new 
DXer is born. 

Typically, however, our new DXer is in for a period of 
frustration. He calls CQ-DX, and hears static. So he tries replies to 
DX CQs. They come back alright — to somebody else. Occasionally 
he works a country, but the report really isn’t satisfying — ‘‘just 
barely readable here, OM, 73’’. Then one day, it happens again. A 
new country, a decent report, and perhaps a compliment on his fist. 
And the cycle repeats. 

It takes our new DXer some time to realize a fundamental — the 
less the capability of the station equipment, the greater the need for 
good operating. Typically he starts with the station — a new rig, 
several tries at antennas, perhaps that dream linear. And, effort to 
squeeze the last drop out of the staiton — perfect SWR, new tubes in 
the final, and even long tuneups to make sure everything is on the 
nose. 

Yes, it helps, but its really not the way to. go. 

Concentrate first on the Operator. Not only does it pay off 
quicker, but is going to be necessary anyhow. There are many, 
many good operators with good stations going after DX. If you are 
going to compete, you are going to have to be good in both areas, 
too 


So why start with the operator? Well, first you must realize that, 
if you have any station at all, your signal is going somewhere. And 
you must learn how to get it to where you want it — to the DX 
station. Also you must realize that there are other signals there, 
too. And you want yours to be heard. Both take good oeprating. 

Lets say this another way. The average DX station I var, the 
whole world average, has no more than‘180 watts into a three 
element antenna at 30 feet. Almost a fourth are using a dipole or 
vertical. And I’m working a steadily increasing number of stations 
running 10-30 watts. This includes long path VK novices — with 3- 
element beams, of course, but still QRP. 

Next month we’ll look at some of the things involved in good 
operating. And after that, we’ll look at making those 100 countries 
the easy way — ina single weekend.

10.109 to 10.115 MHz are now being fined by the Commission. 
During the previous three weeks or so, FCC has warned violators 
with advisory notices or phone calls. However, the Commission 
has now received an official complaint of interference from the 
government service which uses 10.109 to 10.115 MHz and accord- 
ingly has escalated its response. : ; 

Thirty meter users are further reminded that the entire assign- 
ment is temporary and is available on the basis of no interfer- 
ence being caused to stations in the Fixed Service. Only A-1 & 
F-1 emissions are permitted and power is limited to 250 watts 
input by General, Advanced or Extra Class license holders only.
